Not  entirely  unreasonably,  it  must  be  admitted,  quite  a number  of  old  friends  called  to  find 
out  why  they  hadn’t  received  their  NUMISMATIC  REVIEW.  Answering  this  inquiry  was 
easy.  We  just  hadn’t  published  the  usual  summer  number.  Very  simple. 

It  is  perhaps  unfortunate  that  elemental  simplicity  often  sounds  complicated.  We’re 
still  here  and  there  will  be  more  REVIEWS  forthcoming.  But  from  last  Spring  the  entire 
Staff  has  been  stretched  all  out  to  serve  you  by  producing  Auction  Sale  Catalogues.  It  was 
physically  impossible  to  turn  out  a Review.  Our  last  big  effort  — Stack’s  DiBello  Sale 
catalogue  — has  been  mailed  and  fully  advertised.  The  DiBello  collection  of  Gold  Coins  of 
the  World  is  one  of  the  most  fabulous  we’ve  ever  handled.  It  is  particularly  rich  in  18th  and 
19th  Century  European  issues.  The  crown  of  the  collection,  however,  is  the  Italian  group. 
There  never  has  been  such  a magnificent  selection  of  Italian  gold  offered  in  this  country. 
So  if  prime  gold  coins  are  your  bag,  and  you  haven’t  received  a catalogue,  let  us  know 
and  we’ll  send  you  one. 

But  this  is  not  the  whole  story.  As  we  go  to  press  a great  big  fat  Coin  Galleries  Mail 
Bid  Sale  is  in  the  works.  This  is  scheduled  for  the  end  of  November.  The  catalogue  will 
be  out  by  the  latter  part  of  this  month.  There  should  be  something  in  it  for  everybody  — even 
collectors  of  U.  S.  Coins.  There  will  also  be  some  good  Ancients,  Crowns,  Latin  American  — 
you  name  and  you’ll  probably  find  it. 

There  are  times  when  the  Editor  is  provided  with  ample  evidence  that  he  can  be  so 
smart  nobody  understands  what  he  is  talking  about.  A bit  of  whimsy  in  the  last  issue  of  the 
REVIEW  furnished  an  excellent  example.  The  story  entitled  “THAT  NEW  ROMAN  MINT 
— MONASSI,  INC.”,  just  misfired,  if  our  mail  is  any  indication.  It  doesn’t  seem  to  have 
occured  to  anyone  to  wonder  why  an  Italian  firm,  would  employ  the  typically  American 
abbreviation  of  “INC.”  in  its  corporate  name ! It  was  obvious  to  us  that  the  use  of  an 
“Incorporated”  by  the  Roman  Mint  described  in  the  article  under  reference  would  be 
regarded  as  funny.  Not  a single  reader  rose  to  the  bait  so  we’d  better  give  an  answer  to 
the  puzzle. 

For  centuries  all  officially  issued  Papal  coins  and  medals  have  carried  the  name  of  the 
artist  who  created  the  design,  or  engraved  the  dies.  It  is  still  customary  for  these  names  to 
be  followed  by  a single  or  multiple  initial.  An  “F.”  or  an  “FEC.”  is  the  abbreviation  for  the 
Latin  word  “Fecit”,  meaning  “made  it”.  Similarly  the  letters  “INC”  following  the  name  of 
Mr.  G.  Pirrone  - Monassi  on  the  FAO  Vatican  issued  stands  for  “Incisore”.  The  English 
meaning  is  simply  “Engraver” ! ! ! In  short,  the  man  who  originally  described  the  coins 
made  a prize  blooper  and,  at  the  same  time,  cast  an  interesting  light  on  his  own  numismatic 
qualifications.

Why  Scots  Money  Isn’t  Really  Legal 

“Let’s  face  it,  it’s  not  so  easy  to  get  money  that  you  can  turn  business  away.  Bring  me 
roubles  and  I’ll  take  them,”  said  the  man  behind  the  posh  bar  in  Piccadilly,  London,  passing 
over  a glass  of  hock  in  part  exchange  for  Scottish  one  pound  note. 

To  him  at  least  the  Scottish  pound  is  still  a pounds  worth — despite  the  cruel  blow  to  its 
prestige  sustained  only  ten  days  ago  when  Mr.  Dick  Taverne,  a Treasury  Minister,  declared 
in  a House  of  Commons  answer  that  Scottish  notes  were  not  legal  tender  south  of  the  border. 

Not  that  there  was  anything  new  about  this.  It  had  been  well  known  for  years  that 
Scottish  money  was  not  legal  tender.  What  hurt  was  the  airing  of  this  disagreeable  fact  in  such 
a very  public  place  as  Parliament. 

The  Scots  are  very  particular  about  their  banknotes.  They  have  been  busy  issuing  them 
for  centuries.  The  system  is  that  each  bank  pushes  out  its  own  notes  and  the  result  has  been 
a wild  profusion  of  different  sizes  and  colours. 

Today,  alas,  mergers  mean  fewer  banks.  Where  there  were  eight  banks  issuing  their  own 
notes  before  the  last  war,  there  will  soon  be  only  three.  There  is  also  a drive  towards  stand- 
ardization for  each  denomination  (as  well  as  the  one  pound  notes  there  are  £5,  £10,  £20  and 
£100  notes).  So  the  quaint  colours  and  sizes  will  disappear  together  with  august  names  like 
the  British  Linen  Bank. 

And  just  as  all  this  was  happening,  along  came  the  parliamentary  statement  that  the 
notes  are  not  legal  tender  in  England  anyway. 

But  just  how  badly  has  this  bleak  reminder  hit  the  prestige  of  the  Scottish  banknote? 
The  fact  that  Scottish  money  is  not  legal  tender  does  not,  of  course,  diminish  its  value.  The 
banks  will  still  pay  out  on  a Scottish  note.  But  it  means  that  a creditor  is  not  obliged  to 
accept  a Scottish  note  and  can  insist  on  payment  by  English  money  instead. 

Armed  with  a pocketful  of  Scottish  notes,  a Sunday  Times  one-man  team  last  week  set 
out  on  a spending  spree  in  Central  London  to  see  how  bad  the  situation  was.  First  stop  was 
Rymans,  printers  and  stationers  of  Brewer  St.  They  cheerfully  took  a note  issued  by  the  Royal 
Bank  of  Scotland.  But  at  the  United  Cigar  Stores  it  was  a different  story.  “I’m  sorry  about 
that,”  said  the  sales  lady. “There’s  been  so  much  trouble  lately  about  money.” 

After  that  it  was  roses  all  the  way.  The  Spanish  proprietor  of  Frank’s  Restaurant  and 
Snack  Bar  in  South  Kensington  accepted  a Scottish  note  with  positive  pleasure.  Other  Scottish 
notes  disappeared  into  the  tills  of  a chemist,  a florist,  a hardware  store,  a launderette,  a 
betting  shop  and  an  off-license.  Harrods  charmingly  exchanged  a Scottish  note  for  a quantity 
of  prime  Scotch  haddock. 

All  in  all,  the  team  concluded  after  his  arduous  afternoon,  the  Scottish  pound  note  is 
generally  taken  at  face  value  in  the  metropolis.  Scotsmen  may  murmur  darkly  that  they  get 
short  shrift  in  Cornwall  and  Radnorshire  but  it  would  seem  that  in  the  big  city  at  least  the 
only  Scots  likely  to  encounter  monetary  humiliation  are  those  who  go  out  looking  for  it.

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Britons  Held  On  £2m.  Forgery 


An  international  police  operation  is  taking  place  to  find  £2  million  worth  of  forged 
Swiss  100-franc  notes,  printed  clandestinely  in  Britain.  Nine  Britons  are  among  those  who 
have  been  arrested  in  Belgium,  Germany  and  Switzerland.  They  have  been  accused  of  posses- 
sing the  forged  notes  in  quantity. 

The  Swiss  government  regards  the  forgeries  as  a major  threat  to  the  Swiss  franc's 
stability.  Swiss  and  German  police  are  pursuing  inquiries  in  London  and  Scotland  Yard 
detectives  are  active  in  Switzerland  and  Belgium. 

Forgeries  of  the  100-franc  note,  which  is  valued  at  £9  14s.  6d.,  have  been  unknown 
before.  Despite  the  note’s  complex  details,  the  forgeries  are  so  good  that  they  pass  unnoticed 
outside  Switzerland. 

Swiss  notes  valued  from  50  to  1,000  francs  are  printed  for  the  Swiss  government  in 
Britain  by  the  De  la  Rue  Company.  The  firm’s  experts  have  been  called  in  to  advise,  and  it 
has  been  established  that  there  has  been  no  breach  of  the  firm’s  security. 

The  first  1,210  forged  100  franc  notes  were  seized  in  Munich  following  an  underworld 
tip.  Two  men,  one  British  and  one  Swiss,  and  a girl  were  trailed  as  they  crossed  the  English 
Channel  from  Britain  and  drove  in  a borrowed  Swedish  Volvo  through  France  and  Germany 
to  Munich. 

Two  days  after  arrival  they  tried  to  find  a buyer  for  the  notes  at  a restaurant  in  Maxi- 
milian Street,  Munich.  They  were  arrested,  an  apartment  they  had  hired  was  searched,  and 
the  notes  found  in  briefcases.  The  British  man  is  on  bail  from  a British  Court  in  connection 
with  another  alleged  offence. 

Next,  430  of  the  notes  were  seized  in  Zurich.  Two  British  men  paid  for  a tie  with  a 
100  franc  note,  but  the  Swiss  salesgirl,  Anita  Hug,  aged  22,  detected  the  forgery  and  called 
the  police,  who  arrested  the  men  and  seized  the  remainder  of  the  notes. 

These  arrests  led  to  exhaustive  inquiries  by  the  National  Office  for  the  Suppression  of 
Counterfeit  Currency  at  Scotland  Yard,  headed  by  Det.-Chief  Inspector  Kenneth  Brett.  The 
biggest  seizure  was  then  made  in  Belgium.  This  consisted  of  1,526  forged  notes  found  in  the 
left  luggage  office  at  Ghent  railway  station  and  another  1,000  in  an  Antwerp  bank  safe  deposit. 

Police  watched  a private  aircraft’s  movements  between  a small  airfield  in  Cambridgeshire 
and  Ghent  airfield.  On  arrival  the  pilot  said  he  had  come  from  another  airfield  in  Belgium 
and  did  not  pass  through  customs. 

Two  Englishmen  were  arrested  in  Ghent  and  are  still  in  custody.  Three  more  Britons — 
two  men  and  a girl — were  arrested  in  Geneva  and  30  of  the  forged  notes  seized.  The  girl 
was  later  released. 

Although  the  Swiss  government  has  shut  down  on  all  information  1 can  disclose  that  in 
recent  days  two  more  men  from  Romford,  Essex,  aged  34  and  28,  have  been  arrested  in 
Fribourg,  Switzerland,  and  more  notes  seized. 

The  forgeries  can  be  detected  in  two  ways.  There  is  a line  printed  on  the  surface  of 
the  note,  in  place  of  a wire  insert,  and  the  serial  numbers,  though  different,  are  not  well 
aligned.

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COINS  AND  THE  HISTORY  OF  THE  HOLY  LAND 
by  Dr.  Charles  Schwarzenberg 

No  texts  can  be  of  greater  interest  to  Coin  Collectors  than  those  passages  of  the  Bible 
which  refer  to  money.  What  does  Holy  Writ  say  about  these  objects,  whose  content  are 
the  means  of  transferring  property,  and  whose  “Image  and  Superscription”  is  the  symbol  of 
Sovereignty?  We  have  no  leisure  to  go  here  into  the  flights  of  prophetic  fancy  which  authors 
like  Bloy  and  Papini  devote  to  these  passages.  Let  it  suffice  to  say  it  is  perfectly  natural 
that  Collectors  should  be  particularly  interested  in  the  coins  that  were  struck  in  the  Holy 
Land  before  the  destruction  of  the  Temple,  before  Jewry  began  an  Exile  of  nineteen 
centuries. 

Coins  were  not  struck  in  Palestine  before  the  general  introduction  of  minted  money  by 
the  Persian  Empire.  In  any  case  there  was  no  particular  reason  why  special  coins  should  have 
been  struck  there.  The  idea  only  came  up  when  Judas  the  Hammer  (Makkabi)  created  a 
Jewish  Free  State,  and  his  brother  Simon  won  recognition  for  it  from  the  Syrian  Empire  of 
the  Seleucids.  Even  so,  a certain  paramount  authority  of  the  Seleucid  Great  Kings  was 
acknowledged  because  minting  in  gold  was  an  Imperial  privilege.  This  is  one  reason  why  the 
coinage  of  Palestine  is  only  in  the  baser  metals  of  silver  and  copper.  The  House  of  the 
Maccabees,  called  the  Hasmonaeans  from  their  ancestor,  struck  coins  for  several  generations 
until  John  Hyrcan  II,  whose  policy  brought  about  the  acceptance  of  Roman  vassalage. 

Herod,  the  instrument  of  this  vassalage,  was  not  a Jew  but  the  son  of  the  Idumaean 
Antipater.  This  utterly  ruthless  person  did  away  with  John  Hyrcan  II,  who  had  been  reduced 
to  the  High  Priesthood,  and  with  the  other  male  Hasmonaens.  When  the  Magi,  the  learned 
Zoroastrian  princely  priests  had  told  him  that,  by  the  message  of  the  stars,  a King  of  Jews 
was  bound  to  have  been  born  in  Bethlehem,  he  had  the  infants  of  the  place  liquidated  in 
the  best  twentieth  Century  style.  He  was  succeeded  by  a son  of  a first  marriage,  Archelaus. 
The  uniformly  Greek  names  of  the  Idumeaen  dynasty  were  part  of  their  policy. 

Eventually  the  Romans  decided  to  portion  out  the  country  into  Tetrarchies  (quarter- 
princedoms),  and  control  them  by  a Procurator.  This  was  a Sub-Governor  subordinate  to 
the  Governor  of  Syria,  whose  usual  seat  was  at  the  seaport  of  Caesarea,  the  town  newly 
built  and  named  in  the  Emperor’s  honor  near  the  old  fort  of  Straton’s  Tower.  Before  this 
the  country  had  been  under  the  authority  of  the  Syrian  Government.  The  Governor,  Cyrenius, 
was  thus  in  a position  to  ordain  that  the  population  should  be  counted  to  enable  a general 
tax  to  be  levied.  The  census  followed  upon  a similar  count  of  Roman  citizens,  after  “there 
went  out  a decree  from  Ceasar  Augustus,  that  all  the  world  should  be  taxed”.  The  Imperial 
decree  required  the  carpenter  Joseph  to  proceed  to  Bethlehem,  his  ancestor  King  David's  home 
town.  There  his  wife  Mary  bore  her  son,  whom  the  Magi  came  to  worship. 

The  Procurators  of  Caesarea  had  considerable  powers,  which  included  the  power  to 
strike  coins.  Not  all  of  them,  however,  are  known  to  have  done  so.  I he  series  of  Procurators 
is:  1.  Coponius,  who  struck  coins  2.  Marcus  Ambibulus,  from  the  year  9 to  12  A.D.,  who 
also  struck  coins;  3.  Annius  Rufus,  12-15,  did  not  mint;  4.  Valerius  Gratus,  15-26,  minted. 
Number  5.  is  Pontius  Pilate,  26-36,  whose  name  has  been  singled  out  for  a particular  dis- 
tinction. The  Creed,  as  agreed  upon  for  all  Christians  by  the  Oecumencial  Council  of  Nicaea, 
mentions  two  human  beings  alone  beside  Jesus  Christ — His  mother  Mary,  and  Pilate.  The 
reason  why  we  are  told  that  Jesus  Christ  was  “crucified  also  for  us  under  Pontius  Pilate, 
suffered,  and  was  buried”  is  of  course  to  give  a date  to  Jesus’  Passion  and  thus  differentiate 
it  from  the  timeless  Passion  of  a mythical  god  like  Adonis.  Naturally  enough,  this  solomn 
mention  has  caused  a great  deal  of  discussion,  speculation,  and  even  folklore  to  grow  up 
around  Pilate’s  name.  To  be  sure,  the  historical  data — given  by  Tacitus  and  Josephus — show 
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him  to  have  been  a perfectly  odious  type  of  colonial  Governor.  He  was  at  pains  to  annoy  the 
people  of  his  Protectorate.  Knowing  perfectly  well  that  the  Roman  Regimental  Colours,  which 
displayed  the  Eagle  of  Jove  and  the  portraits  of  the  Divine  Emperors  (according  to  Jewish 
doctrines  both  heathen  idols)  must  be  kept  out  of  sight  of  the  Temple  or  there  would  be 
trouble,  he  brought  them  at  night  from  Caesarea.  In  the  morning  the  nasty  things  were 
overlooking  the  Temple  and  trouble  there  was.  At  another  time,  he  anticipated  the  en- 
lightened policies  of  certain  recent  governments  in  carrying  away  some  Temple  treasures  to 
provide  for  Social  Welfare.  There  was  a nice  new  Water  conduit  to  be  built,  said  Pilate. 
When,  three  years  after  Jesus’  Crucifixion,  Pilate  killed  a lot  of  Samaritans  on  Mount  Garizim, 
the  Imperial  Government  apparently  thought  that  this  was  about  enough  and  recalled  him. 

In  the  Medieval  West,  the  odious  character  of  the  man  who  had  passed  judgment  on 
Jesus  was  developed  into  a lengthy  horror  story.  But  the  real  story  was  not  that  simple. 
We  are  told  in  the  Gospels  that  his  wife  at  the  time  of  the  trial  told  him  to  have  nothing 
to  do  with  this  Just  One.  Apparently  Pilate  would  quite  willingly  have  let  Jesus  go,  if  only 
there  had  been  a way  to  do  it  without  someone  saying,  “You’re  no  friend  of  Caesar’s!” 
Caesar  being  Tiberius,  such  a reproach  was  not  good  for  one’s  health.  It  was  the  equivalent 
of  being  accused  of  having  a “Negative  Attitude”  towards  Comrade  Stalin.  Anyhow,  the 
intervention  of  Pilate’s  wife  is  gratefully  remembered  by  Christians.  The  Orthodox  Church 
of  the  East  honors  her  as  Saint  Procula.  The  Coptic  Church  of  Egypt  does  more:  it  declares 
Pilate  to  have  died  a Saint.  To  this  the  West  does  not  agree,  but  medieval  political  theorists 
did  declare  that  the  Savior’s  meekness  is  an  argument  why  unjust  orders  of  legitimate  Gov- 
ernments must  be  obeyed.  And  the  legitimacy  of  the  Roman  Empire  was  argued  from  these 
very  facts,  that  the  Savior  obeyed  the  Emperor’s  Orders,  by  being  born  at  the  ordained  place 
of  the  population  count;  in  paying  tribute;  and  in  submitting  to  Pilate’s  death  sentence. 

The  successors  of  Pilate  as  Procurators  were:  6.  Marcellus,  36-37;  7.  Marullus,  37-42; 
8.  Cuspidius  Fadus,  44-46;  9.  Tiberius  Alexander,  of  Jewish  blood,  47-48;  10.  Ventidius 
Cumanus,  48-52.  None  of  these  minted.  Next  in  the  series  is  11.  Antonius  Claudius  Felix, 
52-60,  who  did  mint  coins.  The  latter  was  also  an  unpleasant  type.  He  was  brother  to  Pallas, 
the  base-born  favorite  of  the  Emperor  Claudius,  who  protected  him  against  having  to  answer 
for  his  manifold  extortions.  Tacitus  tells  us  about  the  cruelties  of  this  ill-famed  upstart. 
The  Acts  of  the  Apostles  tell  us  about  his  dealings  with  the  Apostle  Paul.  Felix  knew  that 
he  must  not  let  Paul,  a Roman  citizen,  be  judged,  much  less  be  lynched,  by  his  Jewish 
enemies.  But  neither  would  he  dismiss  a prisoner  who  might,  after  all,  be  induced  to  pay 
a nice  fat  bribe.  So  he  kept  him  at  Caesarea  until  he  was  himself  dismissed.  At  the  same 
time,  he  improved  his  mind  by  listening  to  this  Jewish  preacher.  His  interest  in  the  new 
Christian  teaching  was  shared,  or  more  probably  fostered,  by  the  remarkable  lady  who 
shared  his  household.  To  explain  about  her,  of  course,  we  must  turn  to  the  history  of  the 
Herodian  dynasty. 

Besides  Archelaus,  Herod  I the  Great  had  left  several  sons.  Herod  II  Antipater,  or 
Antipas,  was  the  Prince  who  had  John  the  Baptist  beheaded.  John  was  the  Saint  whom  the 
Coin  Collector  sees  both  on  the  coins  of  his  own  Order  of  Malta,  and  on  the  gold  pieces  of 
Florence.  We  read  in  the  Gospels  that  “his  brother  Philip  was  Tetrarch  of  lturaea”,  while 
Alexander  is  remarkable  for  his  dynastic  marriage.  He  married  Glaphyra,  daughter  of  the 
King  Archelaus  of  Cappadocia,  who  claimed  descent  from  the  ancient  Royalty  of  the  East. 
This  claim  to  Iranian  Royal  blood  eventually  made  it  possible  for  the  Romans  to  appoint 
Alexander’s  offspring  to  the  throne  of  Armenia  when  they  became  pagans.  This  was  a sad  end 
for  Princes  descended  from  Mathatias,  the  heroic  leader  of  Jewish  Resistants  against  pagan 
Syria ! Aristobulus,  on  the  other  hand,  had  a son  who  restored  the  dynasty’s  fortune  in  Pales- 
tine. Thanks  to  his  friendship  with  the  crazy  Emperor  Caligula,  Herod  Agrippa  I again  became 
King  of  the  whole  contry.  His  name,  taken  from  the  Admiral  of  Augustus,  points  to  his  Roman 
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loyalties.  Accordingly  he  was  no  pious  devotee  of  Judaism.  A story  in  Acts  tells  us  how  he  died 
lamentably  after  accepting  divine  honors.  His  children  were  a remarkable  lot.  The  daughters 
had  been  married  to  pagan  Kings,  but  they  left  them.  Drusilla  went  to  live  with  the  Roman 
Governor  Felix  in  a kind  of  handfast  marriage,  which  gave  everybody  great  scandal.  Her  sister 
Berenice  went  to  live  with  their  brother,  the  Tetrarch  Herod  Agrippa  II.  If  we  are  to  take  a hint 
from  Juvenal’s  Satire  Against  Women,  she  lived  with  him  in  every  conceivable  sense.  This 
notorius  pair  came  to  Caesarea,  when  the  Procurator  Felix  had  been  given  a successor,  12. 
Forcius  Festus,  60-62.  St.  Paul  had  passed  into  his  custody,  and  we  may  read  in  Acts  how  he 
preached  to  the  Royal  guests  before  being  sent  by  Festus  to  Rome,  to  the  Emperor’s  Court 
of  Appeal.  Festus  was,  for  once,  an  honest  Governor  and  he  did  strike  coins. 

As  for  Agrippa  II  and  Berenice,  they  were  involved  in  the  events  to  come.  True  to  the 
policy  of  the  Herodian  House,  Agrippa  II  did  his  best  to  avert  a Jewish  revolt,  and  through- 
out it  he  remained  Collaborator  of  the  Romans.  He  outlived  the  dispersion  of  Jewry  by 
many  years.  Berenice,  indeed,  became  the  mistress  of  the  victorious  Roman  General  Titus. 
Having  become  Emperor,  he  sorrowfully  dismissed  her,  a tragedy  described  in  the  immortal 
verses  of  Racine.  The  present  day  public,  always  ready  to  support  “true  love”  against  any 
discrimination  whatsoever,  will  probably  sympathize  with  Berenice  and  condemn  Titus.  The 
Romans,  on  the  other  hand,  felt  it  appropriate  that  the  best  of  Emperors  should  put  the 
interests  of  the  State  before  personal  feelings.  They  did  not  wish  their  Emperor  to  marry  a 
lady  who  was  not  Roman  and  whose  sister  had  graced  the  household  of  a corrupt  official 
of  servile  birth. 

Now  we  had  better  say  something  about  the  causes  of  the  revolt  of  Judea.  Felix,  the 
last  Roman  Procurator  to  mint,  was  followed  by  three  more  governors.  The  honest  Festus 
was  succeeded  by  13.  Luceius  Albinus,  62-64,  and  14.  Gessius  Florus,  64-66.  The  first,  venal 
and  hated,  was  transferred  to  the  Government  of  Mauretania.  During  the  troubles  after 
Nero’s  death,  the  Emperor  Vitellius  had  him  executed. 

Gessius  Florus,  the  last  of  the  Procurators,  was  the  worst.  Josephus  states  that  people 
came  to  regret  former  Governors — who  had  been  no  philantropists.  Taking  a share  from 
the  earnings  of  gangsters  was  but  one  of  his  tricks — one  that  has,  I’m  told,  had  its  twentieth 
Century  parallels.  His  tireless  demands  for  more  money  provoked  the  Jewish  sense  of  humour. 
Young  men  went  around  with  collection  baskets  “for  poor  Gessius!”  He  ordered  a major 
massacre  at  Caesarea.  Even  those  Jews  who  belonged  to  the  Roman  knightly  Order,  and 
who  must  have  given  prodigious  sums  or  services  for  this  upper-class  status,  were  not  sure 
of  their  lives.  A particularly  hateful  happening  provoked  the  explosion.  After  the  massacre, 
Gessius  sent  the  Legions  to  Jerusalem  and,  in  the  manner  of  such  Protectors,  demanded  that 
the  natives  should  receive  them  with  demonstrations  of  welcome.  His  orders  were  complied 
with.  But  when  the  army  did  not  take  the  trouble  to  return  the  native  greetings,  the  offended 
Jews  started  throwing  stones.  Agrippa  II  tried  to  stop  the  disturbance,  but  things  had  gone 
too  far.  The  soldiery  used  their  arms  against  the  insulting  crowd.  The  demonstration  turned 
into  a revolt,  which  got  hold  of  the  Temple.  The  Temple,  magnificently  rebuilt  by  Herod 
the  Great,  was  a castle  in  itself.  Thus  the  Jewish  War  had  begun.  The  Insurgents  soon  struck 
coins  to  celebrate  the  Liberation  of  Jerusalem.  The  rule  of  Procurators  was  ended. 

The  Roman  reconquest  was  led  by  General  Vespasian,  and  after  he  had  become  Emperor, 
by  his  son,  Titus.  On  the  19th  of  Ab  (the  year  70  by  Christian  reckoning)  the  Temple  was 
destroyed.  There  is  in  the  Talmud  a moving  farewell  of  the  Divine  Glory  from  her  chosen 
abode.  Three  years  later,  the  last  Jewish  fortress  at  Masada  was  captured  and  Vespasian  could 
strike  coins  to  celebrate  the  taking  of  Judaea.  From  that  time  the  Jews  concluded  their 
yearly  holidays  with  the  wish:  “Next  year  in  Jerusalem !”  until  the  Jewish  State  was  restored 
in  1958,  and  there  is  again  a Jewish  coinage.
